Curious eyes from all over the 
world, including the United States, 
were on Der Fuehrer as he gave a 
snappy Nazi salute and seated him­ 
self. Nazi uniforms dotted the ranks 
of his followers. 
Only Sunday night, at Wurzburg, 
Hitler bad his own say on the 
Reich's shortage of raw materials.

“So devoted t o he to the foreign 
missionary enterprise that ive also 
gave three sons to it. one to India, 
and two to China, where one was 
martyred. Seized by pirates on his 
way from Shanghai to Ningpo after 
only a few years of service, the 
Rev. Walter Lowrie, this martyred 
son. was thrown into the sea to 
drown 
Those were pioneer days 
when they who went out according 
to the Word of the Lewd, went at 
the risk of their lives. 
Face Hardships 
“Our work began in Africa and 
in those days 
the journey meant 
four and a half months of sailing 
with salt pork, wormy sea biscuits, 
rancid butter, and tepid water as 
food and drink. 
Nevertheless the 
indomitable spirit of these pioneers 
did not falter. In Africa the mis­ 
sionaries found 
no 
written lan­ 
guage, and faced the major ob­ 
stacles 
of disease 
and climate. 
Within five months three had died, 
and the fourth, a negro, had with­ 
drawn. 
Reinforcements were re­ 
cruited, however, and soon a church 
and presbytery had been organ­ 
ized. 
“About tile same time work was 
begun in India, where tile intense 
heat took heavy toll of life 
The 
Rev John C. 
Lowrie 
was finally 
(driven home by ill health and took 


the place of his devoted father as 
our board secretary. 
Then came 
the Indian mutiny 
of 1857 when 
1,500 were put to death. This num­ 
ber included thirty-seven mission­ 
aries, of whom eight were Presby­ 
terians. 
“The spirit of sacrificial devo­ 
tion was the genius of the early 
day* of the foreign missionary en­ 
terprise. Joining the people of oth­ 
er denominations our missionaries 
pressed on, determined that God’s 
love should be mode known to every 
race and people. The records of 
their ventures 
and achievements, 
their sufferings, deaths and vic­ 
tories thrill the heart of every fol­ 
lower of Jesus Christ. 
Successful Outcome 
"Beginning the work in a de­ 
pression period when men despaired 
of the very life of Christianity, our 
church has come through the pres­ 
ent depression with 1,300 mission­ 
aries, and 8,000 native workers in 
156 stations and 2,600 outstations in 
16 foreign lands. 
“The 
cycle of the century has 
been completed. 
These pioneers 
have written a record well. 
We 
read it and rejoice in the achieve­ 
ments of those brave men and 
women of God. Now we face the 
future and the world to conquer 
for Christ We are the heirs of a 
great past and a great responsibil­ 
ity, and as we join the church in 
this centennial commemoration it 
is for us to answer the question, 
what shall the record of the second 
century be?”

today they would ask the grand Jury 
for three indictments for first degree 
murder in the slayings of Veronica 
Gedeon, young artists’ model, her 
mother, and a male roomer. 
A defendant must be adjudged 
sane to be convicted of murder in 
the first degree for which* the pen­ 
alty is death in the electric chair. 
Irwin was arrested in Chicago 
Sunday, more than 12 hours after he 
had surrendered in the offices of the 
Herald 
and 
Examiner, 
Chicago 
newspaper. 
He was brought here 
by airplane Sunday night by New 
York detectives. He waived extra­ 
dition. 
The grand jury, Valentine and 
Dodge said in a joint statement, 
would be given a detailed statement 
which Irwin dictated to the Herald 
and Examiner, confessing all three 
murders, as well as additional state­ 
ments they said he made to Chicago 
and New York police. 
All three slayings were “accident­ 
al,” Irwin is quoted as saying in the 
Chicago statement, since he went to 
the Gedeon apartment intending to 
murder the beautiful “Ronnie’s" sis­ 
ter, Mrs. Ethel Kudner, and no one 
else. 
The jfbung sculptor said he would 
be saved from the electric chair be­ 
cause he had spent several years in 
what he called “the nut house.” 
While the indictment request was 
to be presented at “the earliest pos­ 
sible moment,” Irwin was guarded 
continually by three policemen, to 
prevent him taking his own life. 
The confession made to the Chi­ 
cago newspaper apparently was ac­ 
cepted by the New York police, for 
Valentine and Dodge said. 
“He (Irwin) further stated that 
the statement which he made to 
the newspaper in Chicago was re­ 
vised and corrected by him, and 
signed by him, and that that state­ 
ment was a correct statement.” 
Dodge 
announced 
Irwin 
had 
“made a complete confession,” but 
added it was “nod signed.” 
During the morning a man de­ 
scribed by Dodge as Doctor Werthen, 
Bellevue hospital psychiatrist, called 
at headquarters and talked with Ir­ 
win at the sculptor's request. 
“Doctor Werthen is a friend of the 
defendant, and the defendant is a 


friend of his,” said Dodge. 
The wheels of Justice 
turned 
speedily from his arrest soon after 
noon Sunday. 
Despite a wide distribution of 
circulars for his apprehension, Irwin 
had worked unnoticed in a Cleve­ 
land hotel from April 8, a few days 
after (he murders en March 27, un­ 
til last Thursday. A kitchen maid 
then recognized his picture in a de­ 
tective magazine, asked him about 
his identity, and he fled. 
He arrived in Chicago at 7:30 a. 
rn. Saturday, roamed the streets, 
attended a movie, and then, later 
in the day, 
leisurely walked into 
the newspaper office. 
Full details 
of what happened between then and 
his arrest Sunday afternoon were 
not made public. 
With the arrest, Irwin, turning 
from 
nonchalance to 
gloominess, 
from blitheness to surliness, 
was 
hurried through routine moves in 
Chicago and brought here by New 
York detectives. 
His face 
almost expressionless 
and nattily attired in. a white linen 
suit, Irwin was rushed from Floyd 
Bennett airport to police headquar­ 
ters in a motor caravan of scream­ 
ing sirens. 
Leading 
investigators 
of 
the 
three-month-old murders question­ 
ed him 
on the 
amazingly frank 
story he gave the Chicago newspa­ 
per, of how the murders were com­ 
mitted singly through a period of 
many hours, of how “Ronnie,” the 
20-year-old model, might have lived 
if she had not recognized her as­ 
sailant, and of how the 
mother, 
Mary, 54, struggled furiously against 
death. 
Irwin, a minister’s son and one­ 
time student of theology, as related 
in the newspaper statement, went 
to the Gedeon apartment to mur­ 
der Mrs. Kudner. 
“I wanted to kill Ethel because 
she was the dearest object in the 
world to me. 
I loved her and I 
hated her. I dreamed of modelling 
her as if beheaded, with her head 
far back and the month open. . .” 
The motive intertwined with Ir­ 
win’s peculiar philosophy of life, 
was recorded by the newspaper iii 
this way: 
“The one driving impulse of a 
man’s life was sex. I figured that

accurate. 
Thoroughly familiar with Irwin’s 
case, Doctor Blaisdell pointed out 
that the legal definition of insanity, 
which is a man’s capacity to recog­ 
nize right from wrong, was consid­ 
ered meaningly by psychiatrists.
